Fight Against News 
Censoring Said Weak 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 


Federal Communications 
Commissioner Nicholas Johnson 
says managers of the nation's 
media are not putting up much 
of a fight against what he calls 
Nixon administration-style news 
censorship. 


In a scathing attack aimed 


directly at Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew-|-and indirectly 
at owners and managers of the 
country's press and electronic 
media—Johnson said in a 
speech Thursday night: 


"Never in my tenure as an 


FCC commissioner have I seen 
such serious threats to the in- 
tegrity of the news media as I 
think we have witnessed from 
certain 
departments 
of 


government during the past few 
month." 


Johnson cited the much- 


heralded attacks on the media 
late last year by Agnew and the 
more recent flareup over the 
Justice Department's attempts 
to subpoena news reporters, 
notes, tapes and films. 


Lyndon B. Johnson, praised

"outrage . . . has been loud and 
articulate.

Daytime enrollment for the 


Shasta College spring semester 
has hit the 2,845 mark.

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No Reason For Alarm 


California's disclosure law, not yet in effect and under con- 


sideration by the State Supreme Court, is generating a lot of heat in 
the legislature and up and down the state — but is it really as 
alarming as all that? 


The law, as we understand it, would require all public office 


holders who have any discretionary power to disclose financial 
assets in excess of $10,000, excluding only residential and 
recreational property. It would apply to unpaid officials as well as 
salaried officials, and would include members of boards and 
commissions such as planning commissions which are not purely 
advisory. 


It appears to be the application of the law to unpaid officials 


which draws the most opposition. There is a very evident feeling 
that since such officials are devoting a lot of time to the public good 
without recompense that no conditions that they might find onerous 
should be placed upon them. 


That is not a very convincing argument, however. If there is 


any need at all for such a law, it doesn't seem logical to make its 
application dependent upon whether the official is paid for his 
services or not. An unpaid official presumably could influence 
decisions favoring his personal interests as readily as a paid of- 
ficial. 


There remain the larger questions of whether a disclosure law is 


needed, and whether it will result in so many able men declining to 
serve in public offices that it will do more harm than good. On the 
first point — and it really is the most important point of all — we 
can give only an unsubstantiated opinion. That is that the idea is 
sound, and that though there may seldom be any need for it, that it 
will tend to promote confidence in our government. On the second 
point, we feel a little more confident. While some able men very 
likely will decline to serve, there will be a great many more public 
spirited citizens who will serve. 


As far as the public is concerned, there seems no reason for 


alarm. 


Job Outiook Still Bright 


The job outlook for graduating college students this year is 


bright despite the much publicized value gap between them and 
business. The news wire services carry forecasts that recruiting is 
expected to be vigorous, and, in addition to that, salaries are ex- 
pected to be higher. 


A study reported by the National Industrial Conference Board 


indicates that while some slowdown in demand for bachelor level 
graduates might develop, there is a rising demand at the master 
level. The biggest increase in demand for master's degree can- 
didates, according to the study, is 'in technical, engineering and 
accounting fields. Liberal arts graduates, however, may find the 
going tough. Greatest demand among all master's candidates may 
be for accountants, reflecting the increasing complexity and 
demands of that occupation. Accounting methods have come under 
considerable professional scrutiny in recent years, primarily 
because-of-th% changing.nature of corporate structures and the 
demands by stockholders and regulators for disclosure of more 
information.

Mr. W. W. L., Toronto 
Dear Mr. L.: I assume you 
are referring to ultraviolet 
light lamps whose rays can be 
closely compared to sunlight. 
No. I do not believe that they 
can in any way offset the 
invasion of a germ or a 
virus that causes the common 
cold or an infection. I might 
modify this by saying that 
people whose general vitality 
is kept up with nourishing 
diet and rest, and possibly 
toned up by ultraviolet light, 
might resist infection a little 
better. 
I must Issue a warning. Do 
not, in an effort to quickly 
develop a winter suntan, over­ 
expose yourself to the lamp. 
Follow the Instructions, care­ 
fully and increase the expo­ 
sure by small periods of time, 
being sure that your skin is 
not painfully reddened. 
An­ 
other warning; 
There is a 
tendency to fall asleep under 
an ultraviolet lamp. Be sure 
that someone is present or 
that a bell rings after a spe­ 
cific time, so that painful 
burns, and even dangerous 
ones, can be avoided.

NEW YORK 
(AP) — An 
“ecumenical ennui,” a kind of 
ho-hum lethargy, has settled 
over the movement for Christian 
unity, many church experts say. 
Yet it’s still making headway, 
despite some setbacks

New Devke May 
Enable Blind To 
Read Regular Print 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


new electronic device which 
enables the blind to read or- 
dinary print may someday be 
within the economic reach of a 
great majority of sightless 
persons, its developers say. 


Battery-powered and por- 


table, the device-unveiled here 
Thursday — translates printed 
letters into Braille-like touch 
signals which the blind reader 
senses with his fingers. 


A scanner the size of a tube of 


lipstick is moved across the 
printed page and the letters it 
detects are reproduced on a 
small panel of 144 vertical wires 
about the size of a small 
scrubbing brush. 


The wires rise slightly and 


vibrate to reproduce the pattern 
of the letter picked up by the 
scanner, which has a zoom lens 
to enlarge fine print.

Ground Hog Legends, 
Facf Or Fiction?

February 2, was Groundhog 


Day when, according to legend, 
a large squirrel-like rodent, 
called a woodchuck in the 
eastern U.S., a groundhog in the 
central, and a marmot in the 
west, comes out of his hole for a 
look at the weather. If he sees 
his shadow, and being rather 
timid, is perhaps frightened by 
it and ducks back in his hole for 
another six weeks of sleep, thus 
denoting another six weeks of 
winter. If the day is cloudy and 
he fails to see his shauuw, the 
cold weather is over and spring 
will be early. 


On Feb. 2 the sun was shining 


brightly in Red Bluff and the 
groundhog undoubtedly saw his 
shadow. We can therefore ex- 
pect six weeks of cold winter 
weather We cannot expect this 
forecast to be truly reliable 
. . but what weather forecast 
is? 


Clear skies in February do 


often come with cold weather 
but cloudy days are usually 
warm and this year has been no 
exception. We don't know where 
the groundhog day tradition 
originated but probably from 
oldworld folklore. In Europe 
groundhog day is called Can- 
delmas Day but uses a hedgehog 


or badger in place of the 
groundhog, as weather prophet. 


The groundhog is the largest 


of the squirrel family. They love 
warmth but prefer to live in 
temperate zones rather than the 
tropic.
